Teacher turnover in Michigan 
runs about 10 per cent annually, 
according to a survey by the State 
Department of Public Instruction. 
Superintendent Lynn M. Bartlett 
believes that most teachers. who 
did not return this fall to the jobs; 
they held during the 1962-63 school 
year went to other school districts. 
This was the first year the de- 
partment compiled statistical -data 
on the number of teachers who do 


The study, however, showed 
there were 21,149 male teachers 
and 434997 females. Most of the 
men were in the secondary schools, 
with only 5,501 teaching at the 
elementary level. Men outnumber- 
ed women teachers, 15,648 to 11,- 
952, in the secondary system last 
year.
